DeHore of Cincinnati 
and Leroy E. Eastman of Toledo, 
are the new owners’of the In­ 
dianap olis and Cincinnati Trac­ 
tion comp any . The sale was 
made this morning at 11 o’clock 
by Will M. Frazee, receiv er for 
the comp any , and at the order 
of Ju dge Will M. Sp arks of the 
Ru sh circu it cou rt. 
The Dehore and Eastman in­ 
terests were the only bidders on 
the p rop erty . The bid su bmitted 
by these two men .who hav e 
been working on the p roject for 
many weeks, was ex actly a half 
million dollars. 
An 
additional 
$1,000 was p aid for the old mill 
race holdings making a total oi 
$501,000. 
The sale will p robably come 
before Ju dge Sp arks Tu esday for 
final ap p rov al. Ju dge 
Sp arks 
held the p resent term of cou rt 
ev er two additional day s in or­ 
der to take care of this transac­ 
tion. Ju dge Sp arks was not in 
the city today bu t will p robably 
take u p this matter early Tu es­ 
day . 
It 
was p rov ided 
in Ju dge 
Sp arks’ ru ling that tlYe receiv er­ 
ship shou ld hold ov er for 90 
day s so 
that the p u rchaser 
wou ld hav e amp le time to bu y 
the necessary bonds. As soon as 
certain creditors are satisfied 
the p u rchasers can take ov er 
their p rop erty and start their 
j 
reorganization work. The 90 day 
p eriod wou ld end Ju ly 29. 
In addition to the $501,000 
p aid for the p rop erty which was 
first bid off in p arcel lots, there 
is abou t $110,000 on hands at the 
p resent time in cash. This su m 
p lu s the money p aid for the p ro­ 
p erty will allow ov er $016.000 to 
distribu te among those 
who 
share in the div ision. 
The mortgage bonds had al­ 
ready been secu red by op tion at 
ten cents on the dollar. These 
totalled $2,600,000. The holdings 
oi the Indianap olis and Cincin­ 
nati Car Tru st Eq u ip ment com­ 
p any totalling $7 83,454.20 were 
bou ght at 40 to 45 cents on the 
dollar. 
Both Mr. DeHore 
and Mr. 
Eastman were p resent at the 
sale this morning, Mr. Eastman 
doing the bidding. The total bid 
on the v ariou s p arcels was $250,- 
000 which was raised to $500,000 
when the bid for the entire lot 
was asked. The final 
bid being 
greater than the total of the 
p arcel bids, the others were can­ 
celled. 
A large crowd gathered abou t 
the cou rt hou se 
step s to hear 
the sale. A nu mber of railroad 
attorney s were p resent and im­ 
mediately after the DeHore and 
Eastman Interests were declared 
the highest bidders, they ad­ 
jou rned to the cou rt room to 
p rep are p ap ers for the ap p ro­ 
v al of the sale. 
At this time no indication was 
giv en as to the cou rse that wou ld 
be p u rsu ed in the reorganization 
of the comp any . This will not 
come u ntil sev eral 
day s after 
the sale is finally ap p rov ed. It 
has been ru mored that the same 
interests will bu y other bu si­ 
nesses in this p art of the state 
who de&l in electric p ower and 
eq u ip ment.

son’s criminal attack on her." 
Miss Oberholtzer died at her 
home here sev eral day s 
after 
she had allegedly been attacked 
by Stephenson. Attorney s for the 
former Klan Dragon attributed 
her death to poisoning but Gil- 
liom said today “ she was recov ­ 
ering from the merciful pois­ 
oning when blood poison, result­ 
ing from marks on 
her 
body 
made by Stephenson, set in and 
caused her death. 
Stephenson’s attorney . 
J ohn 
Kiplinger, Rushv ille, argued that 
“ Miss Oberholtzer 
committed 
suicide and therefore Stephenson 
cannot be guilty of 
felonious 
homicide as there was suicide.” 
“ Ev en if Stephenson were not 
legally responsible for the pois­ 
oning of his 
v ictim," 
OUliom 
countered, “ he would 
still 
be 
guilty of murder because he is 
clearly responsible for the blood 
poisoning. 
“ But he is responsible for the 
mercurial poisoning 
also. 
His 
treatment of the v ictim caused 
her to take the poison wrhile la­ 
boring under the effects of the. 
attack.” 
Kiplinger 
asserted 
there 
should be a rev ersal of the decis­ 
ion. He based his arguments on 
these alleged discrepancies: 
1. That the transcript of the 
change of v enue from 
Marion 
County to the Hamilton Circuit 
Court was not signed in the pro­ 
per manner. 
2. That the allegations of the 
charges against Stephenson 
in 
the v arious counts filed against 
him in court were indefinite and 
that there is no ev idence of the 
purpose of the tral in the indict­ 
ment. 
3. That the presiding 
judge, 
Will M. Sparks, gav e the 
jury 
instructions which were preju­ 
dicial and that when he declared 
to the jury that: “ It is not 
a 
crime or question of suicide but 
that murder has been committed 
by causing suicide" he gav e im­ 
proper instructions. 
“ If there ev er was a 
glaring 
ex ample of a judge giv ing 
er­ 
roneous instruction it was when 
J udge Sparks declared that Miss 
Oberholtzer lost her life in de­ 
fense of her v irtue. 
“ If this were true would she 
hav e gone shopping in 
Ham­ 
mond and purchased a hat, cos­ 
metics, and probably the poison 
on the morning of the alleged 
attack," Kiplinger shouted.

ARE FAMILIES A NUISANCE? 
Th e college student’s family is one of h is 
worst difficulties, 
in th e opinion of 
Professor 
Irwin Edman, of Columbia, wh o writes on “C h ar­ 
acter and College Education,” in th e Forum m ag­ 
azine for May. 
“One emotional snag wh ich often comes to 
ligh t in a student’s personal problems is h is fam ­ 
ily,” writes Professor Edman. 
“At college, for th e 
first time ph ysically and psych ologically distant 
from h is family, h e eith er h as all h is ch ildh ood 
standards removed or is h aunted by th em . 
He is 
busy eith er rebelling against h is family or being- 
obsessed by it and by th e moral fixations of h is 
ch ildh ood. 
Th e result is a complex agony of spirit wh ich 
accounts for th e th ousand m anifestations of un ­ 
easiness and restlessness in th e life of th e under­ 
graduate. 
He is trying to become a self-sustain­ 
ing adult in place of ph ysically dependent ch ild. 
He is trying to substitute standards of h is own— 
wh ich h e h as not yet found—for th ose imposed 
upon h im by th e milieu of th e h ome. 
With th e 
passing of th e fam iliar ch ildish morality often go 
th e religious sanctions (for all practical purposes 
associated with ih c training and traditions ol h is 
h om e). 
“Nor is th is all. 
At th e same time th a t h e is 
being released from th ese moral criteria, h e un- 


THE EDUCATIONAL ROD 
Th e Prussian m inister of education opposes 
corporal punish m ent.

time, at least. 
Education, h e h olds, cannot be beaten into 
ch ildren, and often th e effort brings th em un ­ 
bearable h um iliation. 
Th is is true, and in line with th e best educa­ 
tional principles of all civilized countries.

h aps we sh ould say “of all countries,” for civiliza­ 
tion h as little to do with it. 
In fact, civilized

No, you can’t beat knowledge into a ch ild. 
Sometimes it is possible to beat th e fear of God, 
or of law, or decency, or fair play, into h im, if 
it's done in th e righ t way by some one wh o 
knows w h at h e is doing and acts in calm judg­ 
m ent rath er th an anger. 
Th ere seems to be oc­ 
casions wh en only a laying on of h ands or birch 
or h ickory will bring a lad to h is senses. 
For 
th is reason, m any educators and disciplinarians 
prefer to keep th e rod to use reluctantly as a 
last resort. 
So rarely, 
th ough , is such a weapon 
used 
wisely th a t perh aps it is better to abolish it al­ 
togeth er. 
It is h ard to wield a stick or wh ip and 
not wield it in passion. 
“Punish m ent,” anyway, 
is wrong. 
W h at is wanted is “correction,” wh ich 
m eans straigh tening out; and a knowledge of 
ch ild psych ology provides means for th at with out 
brutality.

The world is full of flattery, but it is not all 


uhe same brand. There is the kind that is down- 
right dishonest, by the use of which one seeks to 
better his own fortunes and his own position at 
the expense of others. The fake stock salesman 
is a good example of the users of this brand. 


Then there is the gentle, persuasive, life-oil- 


ing kind in common use by nearly everyone, who 
,is successful in any pursuit, the purveyor of 
which seeks to gain his ends without injury to 
others by means of subtle flattery or merited 
praise of others.

This latter kind is dispensed by the woman 


who has the reputation of being a "delightful 
hostess," by the man who is said to have a "win- 
ning personality" and by another who is known 
os a "good salesman." 


The distributor of gentle and polite flattery 


is a bright and shining star in a cloudecTsky, a 
small candle always busy brightening up the cor- 
ner where he is. Men seek his favor and women 
hang upon his words, for they are honeyed words, 
not too untruthful and always appealing to the 
innate egotism that exists in every one of us. 


Without the flattery spreader, no party would 


be a success, a banquet would be a funeral feast, 
.and politics would be robbed of all its savor. 


ARE FAMILIES A NUISANCE? 


The college student's family is one of his 


worst difficulties, 
in the opinion of Professor 


Irwin Edman, of Columbia, who writes on "Char- 
acter and College Education," in the Forum mag- 
azine for May. 


"One emotional snag which often comes to 


light in a student's personal problems is his fam- 
ily," writes Professor Edman. "At college, for the 
first time physically and psychologically distant 
from his family, he either has all his childhood 
standards removed or is haunted by them. He is 
busy either rebelling against his family or being- 
obsessed by it and by the moral fixations of his 
childhood. 


The result is a complex agony of spirit which 


accounts for the thousand manifestations of tin- 
easiness and"restlessness in the life of the under- 
graduate. 
He is trying to become a self-sustain- 


ing adult in place of physically dependent child. 
He is trying to substitute standards of his own— 
which he has not yet found—for those imposed 
upon him by the milieu of the home. 
With the 


passing of the familiar childish morality often go 
the religious sanctions < for all practical purposes 
associated with the training and traditions of his 
home). 


"Nor is this all. At the same time that he is 


being released from these moral criteria, he un- 


dergoes two awakenings — one sexual, the other 
intellectual. 
Without too much 
exaggeration 


one can .say that the former is the basis for his 
romantic idealism, the latter_of his skepticism 
and despair." 


THE EDUCATIONAL ROD 


The Prussian minister of education oppose; 


corporal punishment. 
Girls should be spared 


the rod altogether, he says, and boys, part of the 
time, at least. 


Education, he holds, cannot be beaten into 


children, and often the effort brings them un- 
bearable humiliation. 


This is true, and in line with the best educa 


tional principles of all civilized countries. 
Per 


haps we should say "of all countries," for civihza 
tion has little to do with it. 
In fact, civilized 


nations are said to punish their children mor 
severely than savages do. 


No you can't beat knowledge into a child, j 


Sometimes it is possible to beat the fear of God,' 
or of law, or decency, or fair play, into him, if 
it's done in the right way by some one who 
knows what he is doing and acts in calm judg- 
ment rather than anger. There seems to be oc- 
casions when only a laying on of hands or birch 
or hickory will bring a lad to his senses. For 
this reason, many educators and disciplinarians 
prefer to keep the rod to use reluctantly as a 
last resort. 


So rarely, 'though, is such a weapon used 


wisely that perhaps it is better to abolish it al- 
together. It is hard to wield a stick or whip and 
not wield it in passion. "Punishment," anyway, 
is wrong. What is wanted is "correction," which 
means straightening out; and a knowledge of 
child psychology provides means for that without 
brutality.
